Orders for thorow Poſts,and Curriers, riding 


in Poſt in our affaires. 


Ye Loꝛdsofthe pauic Counſellendenouring heretofoꝛe the like furtherance 
loft the ſeruice of the State, aſwellin hoꝛlſing luch as ride on their Painces af- 
faires, as the ſpeedy diſpatch of Packets in all places, where Poſts were erec- 

| ted and ozdcined, conſidering, that foꝛ the ſeruite of the one, a dayly fee is al⸗ 
iowed, and fo2 the other no tertaine wages at all, but the hire ofthe Hoꝛſes let 

out, and that often ul payd, whereby they ſtand not ſo bound to the one as to 
attend the other: And that the Townes and Countreys beſides betame ma- 
ny wayes vexed and perplexed, by the ouer great libertie of Niders in Poſte, 
— jy by ſuch as pꝛetend publique ſeruite by ſpectall Commiſſion, contrary 

to the Kings meaning oꝛ their Lo2dſhips oꝛders: Who minding nothing moꝛe, then the particular 
good of his Seruants and Subiects:foꝛ the bencfite of the one, reliefe of the other and moꝛe regard 
to the good vlage of all Owners of Hoꝛſes, and the beaſts themlelues, did thinke it expedient, to di⸗ 
geſt and ſet downe ſundꝛy neceſſary Oꝛders indifferent foꝛ all parties to obſeruc and follow. which 
Oꝛders being by vs rentewed and tonſidered, are now acco2ding to the neteſſitie of the times, 
thought meete to be eftlones allowed and publiſhed, The crecution whereof we ſeriouſly retom⸗ 
mending to the Maſter and Controller of all our Poits, foꝛ the better warranting and directing of 
Poſts, ſo farre as this ſeruite may concerne them, We doe hereby ſtraightly charge and tommand, 
all and enery Licutenants of Shires, deputic TLieutenants, Juſtices of all Alſiſes and Peace, 
Sherikes, Maioꝛs, Bailifes, Conſtables, Headboꝛolbes, and all other his Officers, Miniſters, 
and louing Subiects, to be ayding and aſſiſting to the lame, with their vtmoſt helpe, authoꝛntie and 
countenance where need ſhall require, as they tender the kurtherantce ofthe ſeruite of the State, 


and our dilplealure, 


Firſt it is oꝛdered, That in all places where Poſts are layde foꝛ the Packet, they alſo as per⸗ 
ſons molt fit, ſhall haue the benefit and pꝛehemmente of letting, furmſhing # appointing ofHozſes 
to all riding in Poſte, (that is to ſay ) with Hozne and Guide by Commiſſion oz otherwiſe, And to 
that end ſhall keepe,aud entertaine of their owne, oꝛ haue in a readineſſe vnder their direction,fuch 
and ſo many able and ſufficient Poſt hoꝛſes, with tonuenient furniture, as their owne abilities will 
beare, oꝛthat the tontributarie pꝛouiſion of the Townes and Countreys ſhall enable them vnto, oꝛ 
affoꝛd. And if it fall out that Curriers oꝛ Thozow Poſtes, riding in our affaires by ſpetiall Com⸗ 
miſſion come lo thicke , oꝛ in ſuch numbers, that their ozdinary p2outſion wil not ſuffice, then the 
Conſtables of the places where they dwell, with the aſſiſtance of the chiefe Magiſtrates there, and 
of the Countries adioyning, (being required in our name) ſhall take vp, being in, and ſupply the 
Poſts with Hozles where they map be Had oꝛ hired, 


2 And like as in the Oꝛders foꝛ the carrying or the Packets, the furtherance of our ſcrnice and 
the State, is onely aymed at, ſo in this it is intended, that none be holden to ride on publique ak 
faires, but with ſpetiall Commiſſion, and the lame ſigned either by one of our pancipall Secreta- 
ries of State, oꝛ ſire at the leaſt ot our pꝛiuie Counſell, oꝛ the Maſter and Comptrowler generall of 
the Poſts, foꝛ all iourneys outwards, and from the Court onely. And to the Court, the Toꝛds of 
the pꝛiuie Counſell of Scotland, any Lieutenant, Deputie oꝛ Goucrnours in Ireland, the Pꝛeſi⸗ 
dents of Counſels, oꝛ Uitepꝛeſidents eſtabliſhed in the Moꝛth, oꝛ in the Marches of wales, the 
Gouernour of Barwicke, Any Ambaſladour, Gouernours of Townes, oꝛ Agents beyond the 
Seas, The warden of the Cinque Pozts, oꝛ his Lieutenant of Doucr, ſpecially ſending to the 
Court, to the bodie ofthe Counſell, oꝛ Secretaries of State, oꝛ any Packet ſo diretted, that it may 
appeare, the partie diſpatched therewith, rideth in our ſpeciall affaires, (the Ambaſſadoꝛs of foꝛ⸗ 
reine Puntes within this our Nealme, and the ozdinary Poſts foꝛ France and Flanders allowed, 
and by their badges ſufficiently tommiſſionated, excepted) and ot all ſuch ſo riding in publike af- 
faires, it ſhall be lawfull foꝛ the Poſtes, oz the Owners of the Hoꝛſes to demand foꝛ the hire of 
each Hozle after the rate of two pence halfepeny the mile, (beſides the Guides groats.) But of all o- 
thers riding poſt with Hoꝛne and Guide, about their pꝛiuate buſineſſes, the hire and pꝛices are lef 
to the parties diſcretions to agree and compound within themſelues. 


It ſhal not be lawful foꝛ any perſon whatſoener riding in poſt by Coninriſſionoz otherwiſe, 
to take aud ride away the Hoꝛſe oz Hozles of any man, Poſt oꝛ other, not hauing firſt and afoꝛehand 
fully payed and ſatiſtied foꝛ the pꝛite and hire vnto the Owners oz the Poſt foꝛ them, noꝛ ride them 
turther then the next immediate Stage without changing, without the knowledge and conſent of 
the Poſt ofthe Stage, by whom he rideth in poſt,no2 charge any hoꝛſe ſo taken to ride in poſte with 
any Male, oz burden, (beſides his Rider) that exteedeth the weight or thirty pounds: Neither 
ſhall any man ſo riding in polte, offer to ride any mans Hoꝛle aboue ſeuen mites the houre in Sum: 
mer viz, From the firſt of Apꝛil, till the laſt of September, noꝛ aboue ſire in winter, which ſhall be 
accounted the reſt of the peere: And if any ſhall wufully diſobey Herein oꝛ in any poynt hereofto 
the manifeſt hurt oz hinderante ofthe Hoꝛſe oꝛ his Owner, The Officers and Magiſtrates ofthe 
place vpon complaint made, ſhall ſtay the parties offending vntil they haue giuen pꝛeſent ſatiſtacti⸗ 
on, oꝛ ſufficient ſeturitie to repay the damage. 


4 Finally, as it is onely intended that our ſcruice in this kinde, be at all hands furthered, and 
the Poſtes to that end, in all their wants and wꝛongs to right theinſelues by the helpe and authoꝛi⸗ 
ty of the Magiſtrates, Townes and Countreys as aboueſapd: So if the leruite ſhall ſeeme vnto 
any Poſt a burden ouer great foꝛ his pzinate ſtate to beare aud vndertake, and the Townes and 
Countreps (notwithſtanding the eale and quiet they reape thereby) no way willing to tounte⸗ 
nance, encourage oꝛ enable him thereto: oꝛ otherwiſe in regard of peeres oꝛ indiſpoſition, ſhall 
not ſce reaſon to vnderly the charge, and trouble ofthe ſeruice, as being a hinderante to his ſpetiall 
duetie in the ſeruice ofthe Packet: The Poſt in ſuch caſe attending his peculiar charge, the Con- 
ſtables, and Magiſtrates ofthe places ſhall take ozder from time to tine, that Hoꝛſes bee pꝛouided 
fo: all riding in poſte by Comnuſſion, oꝛ ſpecially ſent in our affaires as befozeſaid, in ſuch ſoꝛt as 
they were lubiect to doc befoze there Were any Poſtes there, and as in places where are vet no 
ſtanding Poſtes at all. Unto whom alſo our pleaſure is, thattheſe Oꝛders ſhall be in fozce, and a⸗ 
uaileable (being delivered them from the Maſter and Comptroller ofthe Poſts) ſo farre as they, 
and any bꝛanch of them may concerne the furtherance of publique ſeruice, oꝛ their owne reliefe.
